2. In the event of the Chairmau or Vice-Chairman determining to call a special 
meeting, wot less than one clear day’s notice shall be given to the Commissioners of the+ 
day fixed for such special meeting. : 

3. Every notice convening a merting shall be accompained by a list of the business 
signed by the Chairman or Vice-Chairman to be brought forward at such meeting. 

4. Any Commissioner wishing to’ bring forward any business shall give notice of 
such intention in writing to the Chairman a week before the meeting, so as to admit of 
its being included in the list of busi to be laid before such meeting. 

5. No resolution, or any busin proposition not included in the list of business, 
shall be considered final unless ratified at a subsequent meeting. 

6, At all ordinary meetings, the proceedings shall be commenced by the minutes of 
the Inst ordinary. or special meeting being read with a view to ascertain if the resolutions 
passed at such mecting have been faithiully and accurately recorded in the words used by 
the mover of such resolution, or if amendments thereto shall have been passed, in the words

PROPOSED RULES UNDER THE NEW PETROLEUM ACT, XII OF 1886. 


In exercise of the powers conferred by sections 8 and Ll of the Petroleum Act, 1886, 
the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal is pleased, with the previous sanction of the Governor. 
General in Council, to make the following rules to regulate the importation, possession, and 
transport of petroleum :— 

PRELIMINARY, 


1, (1) All words and expressions used in these rules, and defined in the Act, shall 
in these rules have the meanings respectively assigned-to them by the Act. * 

(2) In these rules “petroleum declared dangerous ”’ means petroleum which the master 
of a ship has declared under rule 2 to be dangerous petroleum. . 

“Certificated petroleum ” means petroleum covered by a certificate granted at the port of 
shipment of such description as the Local Government may from time to time by written 
order prescribe, and to the effect that the petroleum is not dangerous petroleum, 

“Uncertificated petroleum” means petroleum which the master of the ship has not 
declared unger rule 2 to be dangerous petroleum, and which is not covered by a certificate 
as aforesaid. . 

“Petroleum reported dangerous” means petroleum stated in a report signed by the 
Testing Officer appointed by Government, and deposited in the office of the Port Commis- 
sioners, to be dangerous petroleum. i 

“ Petroleum reported not dangerous” means petroleum stated in a report as aforesaid 
not to be dangerous petroleum.

2. The master of every ship bound for Caleutta aud carrying petroleum shall, before 

reaching Budge-Budge, declare in writing to the pilot— ‘ 
(a) What quantity of petroleum the ship is carrying. 
(6) Whether any and, if so, what part of the petroleum is dangerous. 
(c) Whether any and, if so, what part of the petroleum is certificated. 

When the master declares that any petroleum is certificated, he shall produce to the 
pilot the certificate covering the same. 

3. If the petroleum is in iron drums with a certified flashing point above 80° by Abel’s 
test and does not exceed 5,000 gallons in quantity, 

Or if it is petroleam which has been certified not to be dangerous under section 9 of the 
‘Act, and has come from a port in Gritish India as part of a general cargo, aud the quantity 
oes not exceed 5,000 gallons, 

Or if it is certificated petroleam not exceeding 5,000 gallons in quantity and the master 
produces the certificate to the pilot, 

Or if it is dangerous or uncertificated petroleum nob exceeding 40 gallons in quantity, 

the ship may proceed to any mooring in the port and there discharge the petroleum. 

4, Any ship having on board a larger quautity of petroleum than is allowed under 
rule 3 shall not proceed upwards further than Budge-Budge, and such petroleum, whether 
landed at the petrolecm wharf or otherwise discharged, shall be detained there pending the 
grant of an import license under section 5 of the. Petroleam Act, or the issue of a certificate 
under section 9, or the orders of the Local Government for the disposal of the same. 

5. (1) When a ship is stopped at Budge-Budge under role 4, the Superintendent 
of the Petroleum Wharf shall, as soon as possible, not exceeding 48 hours from ‘the time 
of the petroleum being landed or discharged into boats, obtain samples of all the oil thus 
landéd or discharged. 

(2) Eyery different quality of oil shall be separately sampled, aud when’ vil is 
represented to be of uniform quality, a sample shall be taken from one case in every 
10,000 cases. 

(8) The Superintendent shall forthwith seal the receptacles containing the samples, 
and having labelled them with the name of the ship, the name of the consignee, and such 
other distinguishing marks as may be necessary, shall forward them to the Testiug Officer 
for weport. : 

eo The Testing Officer shall, as soon as practicable, and ordinarily within 24 hours, 
after the receipt.of the samples, sign a report certifying that they are, ordre not, dangerous, 
petroleum (ns the case maybe), and shall forward isch report to the office of the Port 
Commissioners, sending also a copy of the same to the Commissivier of Police of Calcutta.

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8. Unless with the written permission of the Commissioners, no

at the wharves expressly set apart for the landing of petroleum, * 

9. The Jee'for sampling and testing petroleum shall be five rupees for each sample 


10. No smoking, fire, or light of avy description shall be allowed at the Bndge- 
Budge Petroleum Wharf, and no receptacle containing petroleum shall be opened or the 
contents drawn off, within the bunds enclosing the sheds constructed for the storage of 
pee except in such special place or places in the depdt as may be set apart by the 

‘ort Commissioners for that purpose.

11. Thé master of every ship conveying petroleum shall, on entering a port in the 
Lower Provinces of Bengal other than the port of Caloutta, give intimation of the quantity 
and description of the petroleum to the Magistrate of the district, and shall not allow more 
than three gallons of daogerous petroleum to be removed from the ship for delivery to 
any one person, except upon the production by the consignee or his agent of a license 
under section 5 or section 6 of the Act (as the case may be) to possess the same,

12, Nothing in the foregoing rales applies to petrolenm comprised in a ship’s 
stores, and manifested as such, provided it is not of unreasonably large amount. If any 
question arises as to whether any petroleum, manifested as ship’s stores, 18 of an unreason- 
ably large amount, the decision thereon of the Port Commissioners in Ualcutta, aud of the 
Magistrate of the district elsewhere, shall be final. 





Possession of Petroleum. 


13, The following rules shall extend, so far as they apply to dangerous petroleum, to all 
the territories administered by the Lieutenaut-Governor, aud so far as they apply to ocher 
petroleum, only to— 


(1) the Town and Port of Calcutta ; 

(2) the Municipality of the Suburbs of Calcutta ; 

(3) the North Suburban Municipality ; 

(4) the South Suburban Municipality ; 

(5) the area at Budge-Budge bounded as follows :—On the north by the Budge- 
Budge Read, on the east by the Aitcheepore Road, on the south by the Gurria 
Khal, and on the west by the river Hooghly. 

(6) the Municipality of Howrah 


14. Licens for the possession of petroleum within the town of Calcutta shall be 
granted only when—(1) the quantity of petroleus to be kept in one place does not exceed 
50,000 gallons, and (2) the place intended to be used for the keeping of the petroleum fulfils 
the following conditions, viz:—(a) If the quantity of petroleum to be kept in the place does 
not exceed 5,000 gallons, the building itself sball be constructed of masonry with a terraced 
or iron roof, and the doorways and other openings of the building shall be built up to a height

tion and quality of petroleum to be transported, aud the places from and to which respec, 
tively os petroleum is to be gonveyed, arid shall descrile the receptacles in which it is to be 
contained,

the Magistrate of the district, or in Calcutta the Commissioner of Police, or any police 
officer of or above the rank of head-constable appointed by him in writing for this purpose, 
may, at any time after sunrise and before sunset, and on or before the arrival of the petro- 
leum at its place of destiuation, board any steamer or boat,, or detain apy cart in respect of 
which a license for the trausport of petroleum has been granted, for the purpose of inspeot~ 
ing the license and seeing whether its provisions are beg complied with.

* We, the members of the Committee appointed at the 479th Meeting of the 
Commigsioners'to consider and report upon the rules for thie importation, 
transport, and storage of petroleum underAct XII of 1386, have the honour to 
submit the following report:— 3 

Meetings of the Committte were held om the ‘23th June, and .on the 5th 
and 7th of July. * 3 fe * 

2 The general tendency of the alterations. which we have suzgested is in 
the direction of relaxing the restrictions provided bv the existing rules. We + 
think that the experience of the last five years has shown that some preeautions, * 
which were thought necegsary when the Act of 1581 was passed, may be 
dispensed with, and we desire to leaye the trade as free as ix compatible with 
public safety. 

, ‘The rutes fall under three general heads—importation, transport? and 
possession.’ ‘The matters in respect of which rules may be made to regulate 
the importation of petroleuin ‘re specified’ in section 9 of tie Act; rules* 
relating td transport and possession fall under section 11. . ;

5. No person shall cause the destruction and removal of, or damage to any tree 
planted by, or in charge of, the District Road Committee on any road, or to avy gabion 
erected for the protection of the same. 

6. No person shall remove, or cause to be removed, any post.of any description fixed on 
‘or aloug any road. 

7. During the couree of repairing any road, or repairing or renewing a bridge or culvert 
on it, it shall be lawful fur the persun in charge of such repairs to forbid trafic from passing 
over such portion of the roadway, or over such bridge or culvert as is undergoing repair or 
renewal, provided he leaves some portion of the roadway, or makes a temporary diversion 
over which traffic or carts can pass, No person shall displace or remove any fence or 
barrier by which any portion of the road may have been so closed. 

8. ‘Any person committing a breach of, or disobeying any ordera issued under, tho 
above bye-laws shall be liable to a fine not exceeding Rs, 10 (ten rupees), and toa further 
fine of Oue rupee per day as long as the source of the offence is not removed.
